ADDRESS ON FABRICS 


Men’s Club of Free Church Learn 
Much of Interest Regarding 
Paper Wearing Apparel 


How to camouflage paper so that it 
becomes a rug was told in a very in- 
teresting address by Harry A. S. Read, 
Tuesday evening before the Men’s Club 
of the Free church in their club room. 
Mr. Read, proprietor of the Plymouth 
Mills, Lawrenae, began the manufac- 
ture of floor coverings of paper fabric 
nearly fifteen years ago in a factory on 
Long Island and transferred his plant 
and workers to Lawrence where he has 
developed and expanded his business 
so that he is now making many articles 
from paper which were formerly manu- 
factured wholly from wool, cotton, jute 
or straw. So successful has this industry 
become that Mr. Read is doubling his 
plant. Mr. Read had been in the car- 
pet business as a designer and as a sales- 
man for many years before he embarked 
in the making of paper fabric floor 
coverings. 

He spoke of the great advance Ger- 
many made in spinning paper of thread 
and of its use in various ways long be- 
fore the war. Today it is a fact that 
Germans are wearing clothes woven 
from paper thread that are water proof 
and of excellent wearing quality. 

When Mr. Read first bgean the mak- 
ing of paper fabrics, the thread came 
from Germany but now he spins all his 

fown thread, twines and ropes. The 
paper used is of special manufacture and 
| improved machinery is used. It is 
made in forty different varieties and 
‘shades and comes in big rolls, five feet 
high “and weighing from “500° to”750: 
pounds. Specially arranged knives or 
saws cut the paper into strips the 
required width and these are spun into 
thread, twisted, spooled and woven into 
all kinds of rugs and floor coverings. 
Some are wholly of paper while others 
are part paper, wool and cotton. Many 
beautifully designed rugs of select color- 
ing are made from paper, and Mr. Read 
showed a number of samples of different 
fabrics... The standard size of the rugs 
is 10x12 but the Plymouth mills make 
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HOW COAL MUST BE SAVED ° 


of Coal Are Now In Force 
Some Businesses 


Federal restrictions in the use of soft 
coal do not apply merely to Boston, 
but to all New England, with the ex- 
ception of places which derive their 
lighting and heating from water power 
and not from coal. 

No ornamental lights, white way or 
other unnecessary street lights, outline 
lighting, electric signs or illuminated 
billboards, show windows or showcase 
lights are to be operated: This does not 
affect street lighting necessary for the 
safety of the public. 

No cabaret, dance hall, pool hall or 
bowling alley is permitted to use light 
except between 7.00 p.m. and 11.00 p.m, 

Stores, ineluding retail stores, but 
excepting stores which sell food, and 
also excepting warehouses, must not 
use light (except safety lights) more 
than six hours per day. They may re- 
main open nine hours on Saturdays. 

Drug stores and restaurants may re- 
main open according to present sched- 
ules, but must reduce their lighting by 
one-half. 

General and office lights must be cut 
off not later than 4.00 p.m. in all office 
buildings except necessary State, Fede- 
ral and municipal offices, and those 
where office operation of vital industries 
is involved. National banks, it was de- 
cided yesterday, may remain lighted 
until five p.m. and may use heat up to 
4.30 p.m. 


Railroad stations, hotels, hospitals, - 


telephone, telegraph and newspaper 
offices are not included in these restric- 
tions, in so far as necessary lighting is 
concerned. 

Dairies, refrigerator plants, bakeries, 
plants for the manufacture of necessary 
medicinal products, water works, sewer- 
age plants, printing plants for the print- 
ing of newspapers only, battery charging 
outfits in connection with plants pro- 
ducing light or power for telephone, 
telegraph or public utility companies 
are also exempted. 

Only enough heat may be used in 
offices, stores, warehouses and manu- 
facturing plants to keep the average 
temperature 68 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
then only during the hours for which 


light is permitted. During other hours - 


only enough heat isto be used to pre- 
vent freezing of water pipes or sprink- 
ler systems.

Unusual Tanceiit in Coming Con- 
cert of Sistine Chapel Soloists 


Unusual interest is manifest in the 
coming concert at the Colonial theatre 
next Sunday, when the four soloists of 
the Sistine Chapel, the Vatican, Rome, 
are to appear in concert. 


The Lawrence program by the Vati- 
can singers was made public and is a 
thing of great beauty. The same pro- 
gram was given a week ago Tuesday 
last, in St. Louis and Richard Spamer, 
writing in the St. Louis Daily Globe- 
Democrat describes the recital in glow- 
ing terms. He wrote in part: 


“The four soto-artists, Alessandre 
Gibrielli, soprano; Luigi Gentili, con- 
tralto; Ezio Cecchini, tenor, and Au- 
gusto Dos Santos, basso. are said to 
have sung in the Sistine choir from boy- 
hood, and collateral proof of this was 
not wanting when they came upon the 
stage in their vestments and intoned 
Lommelli, the eighteenth century com- 
poser’s Veni Sancte Spiritus. None 
but men grown up in the song service 
of the church and devoting all their 
days and years to this religious art-form 
could have sung the “‘Alleluja’” from 
the Mass of the Holy Ghost without the 
purposeful training they revealed. 

“Accompanied on the piano by Al- 
berto Cametti, it was to be expected 
that the voices would remain in pitch, 
but the very next selection, the sacred 
madrigal, ‘‘O, vos omnes qui transitis 
per viam,”’ (O, you who pass by the 
way atte and see if there is any 
sorrow like dnto my sorrow) was given 
a capella whereupon the church digni- 
taries, musical savants and music lovers 
generally, in the audience by a silent 
vote declared that for the first time 
they had listened to true pitch unaccom- 
panied song. 

“After a short intermission, during 
which they divested themselves of 
their church attire and donned conven- 
tional evening dress, Messrs. Gabrielli, 
Gentilli, Cecchini and Dos Santos re- 
appeared and agreeably to the change 
in costume, the program took on the 
secular form, for Maestro Palestrino’s 
lamentation of a youth over the coldness 
of his sweetheart (the cruel enemy of 
his peace), the madri— gal, ‘‘La Cruda 


Mia Nemica,” was the beginning of 

some joyful features.

The conference at the office of the 
Governor this week, in which the New 
England railroad situation was con- 
sidered by all the New England Govern- 
ors and a group of leading railroad and 
business men of New England, is of 
more far-reaching consequence than 
many people have appreciated. The 
unfortunate part of the situation is that 
so few people realize how important this 
matter is to every person. For vears the 
securities of railroads like the Boston 
and Maine and the New Haven have 
been looked upon as the best type of 
investment for trust funds, bank se- 
curity, savings banks investment and 
similar uses. There are few people who 
do not realize that conditions have so 
affected these securities in the last ten 
years that most of them had fallen to 
seriously low levels previous to the 
taking over of the railroads by the 
Government, but that none of them up 
to that time had failed to pay their 
Proper interest charges and _ sufficient 
returns to protect the investments that 
savings banks and = such_ institutions 
held. 

A. striking condition was revealed 
at the Governors’ conference which 
showed that under two years of Govern- 
ment control this situation has become 
so much worse that today practically 
every railroad in New England is a 
bankrupt corporation, and unless there 
is some relief secured by Government 
guarantee or proper legislation to pro- 
tect the investing public, a receivership 
is ahead of every New England road. 

There was a time when most people 
believed that a discussion of this sort 
represented an interest’ only for the 
wealthy man and the big investor. ‘To- 
day people realize that with the enor- 
Mous inVEstinénts “savings” banks” have 
in such securities, the problem affects 
practically every nan, woman and 
child in New England. The big inves- 
tors as a matter of course are therefore 
the littlest people, and well may they 
ponder at this time the seriousness of 
this terrible cycle of increasing costs 
that is now threatening to swallow them 
up in this latest wheel of fortune marked 
Railroad Securities versus Savings Bank 
Deposits. 


The Vicious Cycle 


Speaking of the cycle that seems to 
whirl around and around with ever= | 
increasing disturbance for the average 
man, when are the people to realize 
that every inerease in pay beyond the 
normal, fair, balanced rate, is a burden 


versally applied, nor can it be fairly 
adjusted. As, for example, take the 
highly protected industry (no longer 
protected by tariff wall, but protected 
by a restricted field in the operations it 
carries on, being given preference 
through the war) allowed to charge any 
price it wants to for its product, ac- 
quiring riches undreamed of three 
years dgo;—in other words, actually 
| rofiteering in the most flagrant man- 
rer, in its earnings representing a pro- 
duct that many people are dependent 
upon as a necessity, and located in a 
community where other industries not 
having that same opportunity to grow 
fat must compete for a great deal of 
labor. 

The employees of the profiteering 
concern, realizing that the man with a 
five-dollar bill in his hand might very 
naturally ,prefer to give four to them 
rather than giving it to the Government 
in excess profits, demand more wages 
and get the raise. How is the general 
public to be protected from either the 
increased cost of the product that fol- 
lows such an increased wage, or the 
terrible handicap that those increased 
wages for that particular class places 
upon the business that has not had the 
advantage. It is a pretty tough game; 
it is going on every day; and it is closer 
to us here in Andover than many busi- 
ness concerns might well wish it to be. 
What is the relief?

Not only the sdhool 
children but teathers, friends and neigh- 
bors were gone and the Christmas of 
1915 was spent under German rule. 

The coming of the Russians was the 
beginning of a more comfortable state 
of affairs which lasted nearly two years. 
The Russians brought money and. food 
and established well cared-for hospi- 
tals with ductors and nurses, opened 
soup kitchens, and built roads, all of 
which contributed to the welfare of the 
community. The Christmas of 1916 
saw the Protestant church repaired and 
Russians worshiping there with the 
Americans. An _ aggressive Christian 
work was carried on even in war time. 

During the next year the population 
of Trebizond was augmented by the 
arrival of four hundred Greek fugitives 
from neighboring cities and 1917 proved 
to be a Greek Christmas. 

About this time the Russian Revolu- 
tion so demoralized the army that 
troops began to withdraw. Thisun- 
settled condition caused consuls, for- 
eigners in business, Armenians and 
Greeks to seek refuge selewhere, leav- 
ing the Crawfords in a singularly iso- 
lated position. 

The war. was nearing its end and the 
Christmas of 1918 saw the beginning of 
peace. Mrs. Crawford’s life was spared 
but the horrors of war and the worries 
and anxieties proved too much for her 
help-meet and Dr. Crawford passed on, 
leaving his wife the only American in 
the city. 

Then came long days of waiting until 
early this year she was given a wonder- 
ful surprise when Americans came to 
her relief. It was a joyous meeting. 
They brought her clothing and letters, so 
numerous that there was not time to read 
them all until she was crossing the 
Atlantic. 

Mrs. Crawford is enjoying a well- 
earned rest but is going back next year 
to resume her work hoping that it 
may be carried on under the American 
flag.

Dr. Gordon’s Philippic

A considerable amount of local in- 
terest has been aroused by the sermon 
printed in Monday’s Herald denouncing 
the church drives proposed by Congre- 
gational, Methodist, Baptist, Presby- 
terian, Episcopal and other churches. 
The voice of this prophet is the first one 
of magnitude that has protested against 
the rising enthusiasm in the churches to 
do big financial things. Many persons 
who are timorous, or who have given al- 
ready to their limit or who find giving 
as hard as a surgical operation, are en- 
thusiastic over Dr. Gordon’s protest; but 
the reasons he gives will not bear a 
very close inspection. 

He says that the fifty million dollar 
drive proposed by the Congregational- 
ists for their five year program, if suc- 
cussful would be a ‘calamity to their 
business stability and efflciency.”” That 
sounds convincing, but let us see. There 
are 700,000 Congregational church mem- 
bers and at least 300,000 more adher- 
ents who are not members who can 
and do give. The task proposed for 
this round million of people is to raise 
fifty millions of dollars in five years 
which would be ten millions a year or 
just ten dollars apiece. Would it be 
a calamity for this million of respectable 
persons to part with ten dollars each 
during a year? Would it wreck their 
business to spend ten dollars extra on 
the church for every year of -the five 
=| years? Would it arrest the productive 
power of these people to remove ten 
dollars each from their economic capi- 
tal and apply it to religious use? Even 
if half of these people should refuse to 
give a cent, the giving half would be 
driven only ten dollars nearer to busi- 
ness calamity; and according to general 
statistics, our country’s wealth averages 
about five hundred dollars to a person, 
and Congregationalists stand far above 
this average. 

If it be “the simple truth that as a 
people we are poorer than we have been 
at any time in the past thirty years” as 
Dr. Gordon says, it cannot be poverty 
in money or credits; for we have as a 
nation, more dollars than ever before 
and in credits we have at least twenty 
billions more than before the war. 
We have less clothes and less food; but 
this drive happens to be for dollars and 
for credits and in those we are not 
poorer. 

Being a loyal Harvard man, Dr. 
Gordon favors the drive of that great 
university for fifteen millions; but being 
.{a loyal churchman also, why should he 
not favor the church drive? Harvard’s 
annual expenditure ig a little” “6ver 
$3,000,000 and her drive calls’ for five 
times that amount, while our Congrega- 
tional church, expending annually $13,- 
500,000 calls for only four times that 
amount in her proposed drive. Why 
should the church proposal be called a 

“‘wild-cat scheme” when by proporiton 
it is less venturesome? Ministers salar- 
ies are even more in need of increase 
than those of professors. Further- 
more, out of the proposed fifty millions, 
at least twenty millions are recom- 
mended to be spent upon academies 
and schools more needy than Harvard. 

The good Doctor makes another un- 
substantial charge when he calls the 
schene “Caesarism gone mad’ or 
“ruthless autocracy.”” He partly con- 
fesses the inappropriateness of these 
bad names when he says that he knows 
not what persons have pushed forward 
this project. The fact is that no one 
and no group has done it; but the whole 
National Council with common consent 
and no log-rolling soberly braced them- 
selves to this high resolve when they 
heard the careful estimates by the 
Commission on Missions of the dire 
needs in all fields for a more adequate 
grappling with the task of the church 
in lifting humanity. Doctor Gordon 
rhas given. generbusly already to the 

Pilgrim fund. and his church with its 
customary splendid loyalty has raised 
nearly $180,000 for this object, and no 
wonder they feel the tremendous task of 
starting out for nearly ten times as 
much more; but the untouched re- 
sources are so immensely more than 
what has been readhed hitherto, that 

no one needs to exhaust himself in the 
proposed drive for the indispensable 
millions.

The plant is one of two in New Eng- 
land, the other being at Indian Or- 
chard. Few people have any idea of the 
uses to which paper is put today. Coat 
paddings, sleeve paddings, backings for 
overcoats and even women’s waists are 
made of paper fabric. The industry 
is still in its infancy and paper fabrics 
have a great future, particularly where 
a cheaper article is wanted, yet one] 7, 
Having great wearing qualities. Of the 
seventy-five families Mr. Read brought 
with him from Long Island many of 
the best workers are still with him. His 
employes are organized and with con- 
servative leaders the shop committees 
have been able, except in one instance, 
to straighten out all difficulties.

Elliott Asks Fair Play for Railroads 


Howard Elliott, President of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, in an ad- 
dress before the Association of Life 
Insurance Presidents in New York City 
recently, asked fair play for the rail- 
roads of the country on the questions 
of revenue and development. President 
Elliott spoke of the national necessity 
for an efficient transportation machine. 
He said that unless provision were made 
for continuous development, the cost 
of living would mount still higher. One 
hopeful factor, he stated, was that the 
people seem to have decided that they 
prefer transportation furnished by its 
owners rather than by the Government. 

After saying that the deficit of the 
country’s railroads this year might total 
$35C,000,000 Mr. Elliott. said: 

“Stock outstanding in the hands of 
the public at the end of 1917 was 
$9,045,000,000 held by 647,689 stock- 
holders,. with an average holding of 
$13,966.00. It is thought there ere as 
many bondholders as stockholders, so 
there probably are 1,250,000 owners of 
this great. machine.” ; 

Mr. Elliott expressed the hope that, 
before the return of the roads to their 
owners on the first of the year, legisla- 
tion. would. be.. passed to, protect the 
roads until readjustments between in- 
come and outgo could be made and 
earning power restored. ‘‘Without an 
increase in rates,’’ Mr. Elliott said, “‘a 
large number of companies will face 
bankruptcy and few of those who es- 
cape this plight can pay any return to 
the shareholders. America is the great- 
est nation on the face of the earth, and 
out railroads, second only to -agricul- 
ture as our greatest indystry, have 
helped very largely to make it so.

Higher Prices for Sugar after Jan- 
uary First 


After the Sugar Equalization Board 
is dissolved on December 31st the 
Government wilt, it is said, make no 
further attempt to control the distribu- 
tion and sale of sugar. Yesterday At- 
torney General Palmer explained in this 
connection that as no funds have been 
provided by Congress for carrying on 
this work, the Department of Justice 
will confine its activities in the matter 
to efforts to punish profiteers.

Palmer it is expected that, while the 
available supply of sugar wil! be greatly 
increased by the opening up of large 
supplies of sugar in Cuba and elsewhere, 
the price of sugar’will soar after Janu-

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Christmas less than two weeks away, 
and the Townswoman has yet to hear 
any “grown up” hail with pleasure 
the approach of this happy season. The 
care of Christmas shopping seems to be 
the thought uppermost in the mind of 
everyone. 

The numerous calls for time and 
money during the war relieved. many 
persons from what had often been bur- 
densome Christmas obligations. Why 
take them up again? Limit the making 
of gifts to children and those true 
friends where the thoughtfulness and 
love which accompany the gift are the 
most precious part of the remembrance. 

Would that the ‘“‘exchange of Christ- 
mas gifts” might become an obsolete 
expression! Let each gift be a free will 
offering, given with no feeling of obliga- 
tion and received in the same spirit, lest 
the real meaning of Christmas with 
its “good-will to men” be lost in com- 
mercialism.

One other phase of Christmas giving 
cannot be passed over without com- 
ment. Some well intentioned persons 
enjoy playing Lord or Lady Bountiful 
at this season, but without considering 
whether this impulse, generous per- 
haps, but often given free rein without 
wise discrimination does-as much harm 
as good. 

If it is worthwhile to prepare gifts 
for the deserving poor, it is also worth 
while to put time and thought enough 
into the undertaking to know that 
one’s charitable impulses are well di- 
rected and not duplicating the efforts 
of some other well-meaning person and 
that they are prompted by something 
more worthwhile than mere sentimen- 
tality. 
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It has been said that one can get 
used to everything except being hanged, 
and it seems the next thing to it when 
one considers the calmness with which 
the public receives the daily news of 
automobile accidents. 

The fact that there are comparatively 
few serious accidents in Andover is 
due to a kind dispensation of Providence 
rather than to the careful driving on our 
streets. The trucks daily seen coast- 
ing down Main street are a constant 
menace to public safety . One of these 
modern transporters of freight, heavily 
loaded may attain an alarming speed. 
The risks taken are illustrated by the 
remark of the driver of the truck which 
recently ran away on School street and 
was demolished at the railroad station, 
that he thought his chances would have 
been better if he had kept to Main 
street and coasted into Lawrence. His 
chances might have been better, but 
few persons would have chosen to be 
wzlking or driving on Main street during 
his wild career. If engines were kept 
running and under control, it would 
mean ‘‘safety first” for all concerned. 

Another favorite place for speeding 
is afforded by the down grade and ex- 
cellent road on Elm street between 
Washington avenue and Elm Square. 
The fact that there are several side 
streets and one cross road is seldom 
taken into account. It is such an easy 
matter to reduce the speed before ar- 
riving within the range of vision of the 
offlcer in the square. 

In Nashua a policeman on a motor 
cycle is able to cover the principal en- 
trances to the city, regulating the speed 
of motor vehicles, and has established 
such a reputation for the city that all 
drivers who habitually use those roads 
are law abiding,as a matter of course. 

Wouldn’t it be jiossible for Andover 
to acquire sugh a reputation?
